The Methodist Pastor Oloses His Thres
Yeoars’ Labors in the Blaffs

—

CONVERTING THE MORMONS.,

The Growth of the City nas Shown by
the Schools—=Wartching for a Rise
in the River—No More Free
Rides For Sheriffa,

Moving on Mormonfan.

“Mormonism and How to Meot it"
This was thesubject of a lecture delivered
in the Prosbyterian church at the regular
time of morning service by the Hev. M.
T. Lamb, of Salt Lake City.

Mr. Lamb went out from the east to
Utah as a pastor of the Baptist society,
and had ministered to n congregation for
two years, when he was induced throngh
the solicitation of Governor Murray, as
well ns the clergy of all the Protestant
denominntions, to give up his regular
charge and do christian missionary work
among the Mormons. He has made him-
solf famous by his gkillful exposure of the
Mormon system, and by his no less sue-
cessful mothod of attracting the Mormons
themselves to hear his presching.

Mr, Lamb took, as the keynote of his
nddress, St. Mutthew xviii-8, "Execept ye
be converted and become as littie child-
ren ye shall not enter into the kingdom
of heaven," and he used the text to
represent  the Mormon  system as
being the direct negative of chris-
tinnity.  Whereas the christinn sys-
tem finds huwan nature with
amaximum of self in every mun and its
design is to form Christ in hun, 8o that,
by its process, the inaividual shall be
gratlun[l_\' emptied of self, and filled with
Christ, and, ull]luululr. in the next lifo
Christ shall be everything in himand self
cradieated, the tendency of the Mormon
system is the direct converse of this, the
“1'" developing as the “'Christ” declines,
until inthe hereafter, the christian leaven
shall have entirely died out and seltish-
ness shall reign supreme.

The lecturer proceeded to give mnch

interesting information as to the fantus-
tic croed of the Mormons, The sincere
Mormon was a very religions person, but
there were more hypoerites among the
Mormons than perhaps mn any other re-
ligious body., Mr. Lamb accounted for
his acceptance by the followers of Joe
Smith from the fact that he is known to
be their professed friend.
& The really sincere Mormon s
almost a hopeless object of christian
missionary zeal, while the hypocrites are
quite hopeless. The reason for this is
Lﬁm! the consecientious Mormon accepts,
a8 he thinks, not only the whole of the
christian system, but a great deal more
besides, so that he has attained to a
higher [muwlculgo, than a mere christian
can be supposed to convey, while the
hypoerites have a strong interest in
maintaining their position, because they
are n political power and control the po-
litieal and religious affairs of Utah, The
ranks of the Mormons are not reeraited
from worldly or irreligions people.
Their converts come from the different
protestant bodies, and nre usually made
up of enthusinstic and ignorant religious
crunks. Such, however, make the best
devotees in their new found religion, and
are willing to spend and be spent
in its cause, They will go anywhere
they are sont, often without pay or even
the necessities of life, The prenching of
the Mormon emissaries scemed to have a
strong fascination for some ill-balanced
and ill-trained Protestant minds, It was
a remarkable fact that they received no
accessions from the Catholie ¢hurch and
this was on account of the strong dog-
madie teaching which all the children of
that communion receive.

The Mormons pray much; all their
business meetings open  with prayer.
They are fond of amusements, but the
theater aud the dance are opened with
prayer,

Every Mormon is baptized regularly
once a year for the remission of sins. ke
is also baptized, over and aboye, ns
proxy, for his head relatives,

The Mormons have two
tions  of the Lord’s supper
every Sunday. Only abont eight
per cent are polygamists,  They belicve
in celestinl marringes, which are made
on earth and are binding for cternity.
They have twelve living apostles, and an
intimtude of high priests, pricsts, patri-
archs and bishops. Thoy are shead of
the ehiristian organism, inasmuch as they
have the double priesthood, including
both the order of Aaron und Melchizedek.
Boys of fourteen are made deacons,
promoted to a higher order at eighteen,
and 8o on, up the seale, until they are
received into the hierarchy. So thatthey
are a nation of priests, and it1s to be
noted that their oflice is not an empty
honour, beeause they teach that every
priest enn confer the gift of the Holy
Ghost, the power to speak with tongues,
and to save women by marrying them.
If & woman 15 married her destiny is one
of blessedness, but if not her dovm is
sealed to all elermty,

Mr. Lamb went on at further length to
spenk of the peculiarity of Mormon no-
tions, but a better uaderstanding of their
whole blighting doetrine, a how to
meet it from a christinn standpoint ean
bo found in his book entitled **“T'he Golden
Bible,"' which may be had from himself,
Mr. Ofticer, or Itev. Dr. Phelps. pastor of
the Presbyterinn church. Mr., Lamb
hopes to put 10,000 copies of his book in
the hands of Mormons, He expects to
nddress the community of Latter Day
Suints of this city on Monday evening in
the Baptist church,

He has small hopes of the gospel among
sincere or hypocritical Mormons, and he
thinks that the great opportunity for
christian enterprise lies among the apos-
tates, who have had their eyes opened to
the chicanery and i|lrculltl()n.0’ their fulse
religion and false prophets,

He has nlso strong hoves for christs
ianity in the schools for the young, many
of whichare now established by christian
effort in Utah,

A I’age From the Experience of the
Father of SBurgery in Hia Day.

From the Autibiograpny of the Late
Dr. Gross: [ have always maintained that
it is impoasible for any man Lo be a great
surgeon if he is destitute, even in a con-
sidernble degree, of the tiner feelings of
our nnture, 1 have often lain awuake for
hours the night before an important
operation, and suffered great mental
distress for days after it was over, until 1
was certain that my patient wus out of
danger. 1 do not think that it is possible
for u criminal to feel much worse the
night before his execution than asurgeon
when he knows that upon hils skill and
attention must depend the fate of a valu-
able citizen, husband, father, mother,
or child. Surgery under such eircum-
stances is a terrible tuskmaster, feeding
like a vulture upon & man's vitals, 1tis
surprising that any surgeon in large
practice should ever attain to a respeot-
uble old age, so grear is the wear and
tear of mind and body.

‘I'he world has scen many a sad picture,
Iwill draw one of the surgeon.

all nature is redolent of joy; men and
women crowd the street, arrayed in their
best, and all, alppamnt]f. is peace and
happiness within and without.
